“WHITE” RUSS. ~ 
SOLDIERS SHOT 
BY BOLSHEVISTS 


(Centinued from Page One.) 


Ruasian murder, and discontent and

Jack Colton, who writes the letter 
owlining present Russian conditions, 
wae formerly an Edmonton man, and 
a little prior to the war was a com- 
mercial traveller in. Winnipeg. Writ- 
ing from Poros-Orero in North Rue- 
sia, where he was engaged in carry- 
ing dispatches for the British Mis- 
sion, between Helsingfors, Fiunlang, 
and Archangdl, Colton aends the 
following: 

“On our arrival in Helsingfors, last 
fall, Major Turner, Turnbull, former- 
ly a mounted policeman here, and 
myself, left Colone] Meiklejohn and 
proceeded through Finland to North 
Russa. We arrived safely at Med- 
vyojya, Gora, north shore of lake 
Onege, where we remained for two 
days before we cowld get a train to 
take us to Russian headquarters at 
Masekskaya, Upon our arrival there 
We were accorded a hearty welcome 
by the general and his staff, also by 
the sold'ers, many of whom T knew, 
we being the first English soldiers tq 
arrive there since the evacuation of 
North Russia by the British 

“After remaining a few days we 
proceeded on our journey to Arch- 
angel. This would be about Feb- 
ruary 14th last. We took the way 
by Soroka, then overland via Onega 
and were on the train four days get- 
ting to Soroka, the snow being very 
deap. We reached Soroka alr'ght 
after a very hard journey, where we 
remained for two days owing to the 
impossibility to secure eleighs that 
would take us to Onoga. 

“Why we could not sacure these 


sleights caused me to wonder, but, IT) 


was fortunate enough to find my old 
driver, who was with me for over 
& year in Kem, He advised me not 
to continue my journey as he was 
afraid something was going to hap-
